Finally the fiend tur ned

loose, saying, “ 
G o home now, and 
tell your mother you wer e r uined 
by a nigger .” 


A s best possible the gir l made 
her way to the home of her sister , 
Mr s. 
Jacob W oolsley, Saline and 
Summ it str eets, wher e Dr . Gr esham 


attended her and pr onounced her 
injur ies ser ious in the extr eme. 


Miss Catoii is 
a slender built 
gir l, 
r ather 
pr epossessing in

pear ance, and has been in the e m ­ 
ploy of Mr s. W. E. Donnelly, wife

She left the D onnelly r esidence 
last evening to go to the home of 


her mother , who yester day moved

She was then dr agged to a gully

fiendishly 
assaulted. 
S he fought her oically in defense of 
her honor , 
but was no match in 


point of str ength tor her assailant, 
w hose tr eatment of her could not 


possibly have been mor e br utal, her 
face,a s well as other por tions of her 


b o d y, being badly br uised and lac- 
cer ated when she was r eleased 


H is 
passion cooled, 
the negr o 


fled, and Miss Ida,com p letely pr os­ 


tr ated and cover ed with blood fr om 
her waist to her ankles, wended her 
way to the houie of hev sister , wlien 
Dr . Gr esham was summoned. 


At this time an impor tant piece 
of evidence was discover ed. 
In the 
gir l’s hair was found a piece of a 
watch chain which the negr o had 
wor n, and which had been br oken 
off in his str uggle with the gir l. This 
was tur ned over to the police and 
they hope it will pr ove a valuable 
clew in locating the assailant. 


A D e m o c r a t r epor ter visited the 
injur ed gir l at her home last night. 
She nar r ated the stor y told above, 
and added that befor e par ting c o m ­ 


pany with her the negr o had said: 
“ 
G o home, 
now, and tell your 
mother you wer e r aped by a nig­ 
g e r .” 


Miss Caton gives the following 
descr iption 
of the fiend: 
A low, 
heavy 
set mulatto; 
wor e a light 
color ed suit, with a soft white hat, 
the br im of which was tur ned up; a 
young man and had 
a thin m ous­ 
tache. 


T h e point wher e the assault took 
place was but little mor e than a 
block fr om the br ick office at E n g i­ 
neer str eet and the r ailr oad, and it 


seems r emar kable that the scr eams 
of the gir l wer e not hear d befor e 
the fascinator was 
tied over her 


mouth and fur ther cr ies pr evented.

and bear s an excellent char acter , is 
at fever heat,and if the guilty par ty 


is ar r ested and identified it is not 
likely that Judge Longan will ever 


be called upon to pass upon the 
case.

HUNT DOWN THE FIEND. 
Another dastardly 
outrage 
was 
committed m Sedalia last night, the 
victim being a respectable working 
girl, who was assaulted as she was 
walking along the street. 
It has been only a few months 
since two similar crimes were com­ 
mitted, but so far the guilty parlies 
have escaped punishment. 
The local officers should spare 
neither labor nor expense in the 
search 
for 
this 
scoundrel, 
and, 
when once arrested and identified, 
his punishment should be so swift 
and signal that other brutes will be 
deterred from committing similar 
crimes. 
When the former outrages were 
committed a reward for the arrest 
of the perpetrator was offered by 
the'state and supplemented by ad­ 
ditional amounts offered by the city 
and a number of citizens. 
Doubtless this amount could be 
made available as a reward in this 
case, and a committee of citizens 
could easily raise sufficient funds 
by subscription to employ a skilled 
detective to undertake the case. 
Certainly 
some 
extraordinary 
steps should be taken to bring to 
punishment the human fiend who is 
bold enough 
to 
commit 
such 
a 
crime on a public street in a thickly 
populated part of the city. 
There are many women and girls, 
as virtuous and deserving as any in 
the city, who are compelled by cir­ 
cumstances to be upon the street 
after dark. 


Not one of these is safe unless, 
by punishment swift, 
certain and 
severe, brutes in human form are 
deterred from the commission of 
such crimes. 
If the guilty party is not arrested 
today, the D emocrat would urge 
the citizens to appoint a committee 
to secure funds and in otlier ways 
co-operate with the local officers 
and give them such assistance both 
in time and money as they may 
need.

C entral Road. 


ONE KILLED ; SCORE HURT. 


This Is the Third Time Wreckers Had 
Made an Attempt At the 
Same Place. 


H ouston , Tex., 
April 28 .— At 
Fairbanks, twenty miles north of 
here, on the Houston and Texas 
Central, train wreckers yesterday 
morning succeeded 
in causing a 
smash'Up, in which one person was 
killed, three badly injured and a 
score hurt. 
The southbound passenger arrived 
there at 5 :10, but only slackened 
speed, as it is a signal station. 
As 
the engine went across the switch 
the engineer felt it give,and at once 
shut off steam, but not in time to 
prevent the 
coaches striking the 
open space, where the rails were 
gone. 
The smoking car was thrown 
entirely over and the other coaches 
were derailed. 
H. S. Goldberg, of Houston, was 
sitting in the smoker, and the vio- 
lence of the jar threw him across 
the aisle and through a window 
with great force. 
He struck the 
ground violently,breaking his shoul­ 
der, arm and wrist, and the car be­ 
hind fell partially on him, crushing 
him. 
He died in about thirty min­ 
utes, suffering great agony. 
Two 
physicians were with him,but could 
do nothing for his relief. 
The seriously injured are Dr. E. 
C. Winn, Sherman, Tex., back and 
hip; M. J. Jacob, Brenham, back; 
Walter Giles, train porter, back. 
Others injured are T*irs. 
Ther­ 
esa Goldber, Houston, bad cut in 
leg; 
H. 
Paul, Georgia, face and 
head cut; Anton Diehl, Houston, 
leg; Chas. McCarty, Welborn, leg 
broken; W. B. Cole, Dallas, head; 
J. D. Carter, Sardis, knee; F. Cor­ 
nelius, Demings, leg. 
The nut had been removed from 
the bolt of the switch rail and rod. 
The engine passed safely over, but 
the switch opened when the smoker 


struck the rail. 
The rails spread 
and theft were 
wrenched apart, 
throwing the smoker on its side and 
telescoping 
the 
other 
coaches, 
smashing them up so they will hard­ 
ly be of any 
further use. 
The 
bodies of the cars were jerked off of 
the trucks. 
Three attempts to cause wrecks 
have been made at this place within 
the last year, but all proved unsuc­ 
cessful. 
The wreck was cleared 
away and all trains are running on 
time. 
The company has issued a state­ 
ment, in which the following gentle­ 
men are named as having examined 
the switch, and all of whom are of 
the belief that it was the deliberate 
work of wreckers and not accidental:

light there. 
The switch was then

right. 
Four 
trains 
passed 
through between thai time and the 
wreck. 
The last train previous to 
the wreck came in at 12:15 .
